I also want to open the nominations process to the 
public. When a public nomination is received which involves 
a member of your organization, I intend to check with your 
agency for concurrence during consideration of a nominee-ts 
achievement. I have established a prestigious committee 
composed of individuals drawn from academia, media, private 
industry, labor and the legislative branch to screen all 
nominations. 


I look forward to your help and participation in this 
project which I hope will contribute to greater awareness of 
some of government's successes.
